WHERE THE POLICE 
OR THE PROTESTERS ACTING ILLEGALLY 
At the Freedom Convoy 2022 


Q. What there a blockade or occupation by the protestors or the police at the 
Freedom Convoy 2022? 


A. The police blocked Wellington Street and Sir John A MacDonald Highway for the 
entire protest. As well the police blocked other roads such as Bank Street, Nicolas, 
Laurie etc through the protest Freedom Convoy 2022 protest. The protesters always 
left one lane and intersections open from the beginning to the end of the protest. 


Q. Where the protesters aggressive with the police or public during the protest or 
were the police aggressive with the protesters and the public during the protest.? 


A. The police used blockades, tear gas, batons, rubber bullets and hit and kicked 
both protesters and members of the public without cause. 


Q. Was the federal state of emergency used to shut down the Freedom Convoy 2022 
down legal under the Emergency Act 1988? 


A. No the federal government did not implement the Emergency Act legally. i. They 
did not have grounds required by section 2. , ii. They did not pass the declaration 
through parliament as required by section 6. iii. They violated the rights of 
protesters and members of the public contrary to the preamble at paragraph 3. 


Q. What were the actions of the government and police that were illegal? 


A. i. smashing into vehicles without a warrant and confiscating the vehicle for 7 days 
ii. arresting people for peacefully protesting on public property ie streets of 
Ottawa around Parliament Hill . There was no blockade and no occupations and 
no violence of threat of violence. No grounds to call an emergency/ 

iii. jailing those arrested without bail even though no evidence to support 
emergency, no criminal records or history of jumping bail. The court stated that 
they had to keep them in jail otherwise the public would loose confidence in the 
judicial system because the crimes were so severe. No prove of harm and no 
survey of the public. Only the media repeating over and over blockade and 
occupation. 

iv. Extensive violations of Canadian Bill of Rights, life liberty security or person 
and enjoyment of property, right to freedom of speech, assembly, association, 
press and protection from arbitrary arrest and imprisonment. 


Q. What can you do to help Brian challenge the illegal implementation of the 
Emergency Act that was used to illegally violate his rights? 


Emergencies Act 
R.S.C., 1985 c. 22 (4th Supp.) 


Preamble 


AND WHEREAS the Governor in Council, in taking such special temporary 
measures, would be subject to the Canadian Charter of Rights and 

Freedoms and the Canadian Bill of Rights and must have regard to 

the International Covenant on Civil and Political Rights, particularly with respect 
to those fundamental rights that are not to be limited or abridged even ina 
national emergency; 





National emergency 


3 For the purposes of this Act, a national emergency is an urgent and critical 
situation of a temporary nature that 


e (a) seriously endangers the lives, health or safety of Canadians and is 
of such proportions or nature as to exceed the capacity or authority of 
a province to deal with it, or 


e (b) seriously threatens the ability of the Government of Canada to 
preserve the sovereignty, security and territorial integrity of Canada 


and that cannot be effectively dealt with under any other law of Canada. 


Declaration of a public welfare emergency 


e 6 (1) When the Governor in Council believes, on reasonable grounds, that 
a public welfare emergency exists and necessitates the taking of special 
temporary measures for dealing with the emergency, the Governor in 
Council, after such consultation as is required by section 14, may, by 
proclamation, so declare. 


+ Marginal note:Contents 
(2) A declaration of a public welfare emergency shall specify 
o (a) concisely the state of affairs constituting the emergency; 


o  (b) the special temporary measures that the Governor in 
Council anticipates may be necessary for dealing with the 
emergency; and 


o (c) if the direct effects of the emergency do not extend to the 
whole of Canada, the area of Canada to which the direct 
effects of the emergency extend.
